Mr Agnew was president of the John
P Agnew Coal Company as well as of
the Marine Railway Shipbuilding and
Cum Cjmpany of Alexandria He was
also of the Kromilaw Brick Com-
pany and interested in several brick-
yards it and hi the Wash-
ington Alexandria and Mt Vernon
Railroad Company He had formerly
been president of the Relief Hook and
Ladder Fire Company a member the
Chamber of Commerce and of the Board-
of Trade of Washington
